If CGT was levied on owner- 
occupied housing and if rollover 
reliet was applied in the normal 
way and even if house prices and 
the behaviour of house-buyers 
was unchanged the relief would 
be very much less than the 
£2,400 quoted. 

The taxation of owner-occupied 
housing is a legitimate subject 
for debate but should not start 
from the premise that it should 
be more severe than for any 
other goods or service and that 
lack of any form of taxation 
represents a coicession.

The exhibition “Wiliam Blake 
to David Hockney: A Private 
Collection of British Prints”, 
which opens at the Ashmo- 
lean Museum, Oxford, on 
February 5, is a celebration 
of what a private collector 
can still achieye in today’s 
art market, despite insti- 
tutions and investors chasing 
prices to dotty levels. 

The secret, according to 
Robert Loder, who formed 
the collection, is to pick the 
right field. Loder is a marr of 
middle age and middle wealth 
— but far from midi 
dynamism or single-minded- 
ness. He describes himself as 
a farmer and businessman, 
but it is only fair to say he is 
a very good businessman. 

He has achieved something 
remarkable with his collec- 
tion, begun only in 1971. He 
has spotted the particular 
genius of the British for 

intmaking over the E 
300 years and set himself the 
task of demonstrating it to a 
wider public. He hopes. to 
itrpress connoisseurs and to 
stimulate contemporary art- 
ists by showing them the 
achievements of their prede- 
cessOors. 

The tradition of printmak- 
ing is traced from Blake, 
wiom Loder regards as a 
founding father; his fol- 
lowers such as Palmer and 
Calvert; the Norwich schoel 
(Chrome, Stannard); a whiff 
of the Pre-Raphaelites; 
a touch of Whisler; a 
rare group of Vorticists 
(Wadsworth, Roberts, Bom- 
bere) the book illustrators 
of the 1920s and 1930s (Gil, 
David Jones), through to 
Hockney. Others are touched
